He called the hospital 
but was told that if she 
was able to tolerate a 
contraction they were not 
strong enough yet. 

Unbeknown to the pair 
Patti, who was 41 weeks 
pregnant, was about to 
give birth. 

At 12.45am the con¬ 


tractions became too 
much for Patti and Ruben 
called the hospital again. 

Staff at the hospital told 
the couple to come in but 
it was too late - the baby’s 
head had appeared. 

Ruben said: “I was 
nervous and I couldn’t 
believe it was happening. 

“I grabbed the baby’s 
head and Patti pushed, I 
then grabbed the baby’s 
hips and held her close.” 

He then cleaned the 
baby’s mouth, nose, 
checked if she was 
breathing and wrapped 
her up in a blanket to 
keep her warm. 


The couple had ex¬ 
pected the baby to be a 
boy so it was a surprise to 
find they had a beautiful 
baby girl, who they have 
named Alexis Quinn. 

Ruben said: “It was a 
good feeling knowing 
that I was the first person 
to hold my daughter.” 

Patti said: “My husband 
did an amazing job. He 
was stressed but stayed 
calm, a lot better than I 
give him credit for. 

“Our family dynamic 
has changed, our trust for 
one another has grown 
and we are closer than 
before.”

Drug user 
avoids jail 
sentence 

A CURIOUS police dog dis¬ 
covered a man was carry¬ 
ing illegal drugs, a court has 
heard. 

Neil Parnell, 50, had been 
sitting on a bench in New¬ 
market on September 21 
when the dog alerted its 
handler to a suspicious 
scent. 

Parnell pleaded guilty to 
possession of cannabis and 
amphetamine with intent 
to supply and possession of 
cannabis at Ipswich Crown 
Court on Friday. 

Prosecutor Michael 
Crimp said officers found 
six plastic bags contain¬ 
ing skunk cannabis, digital 
scales and £40 in cash, at 
his home in Skeaping Close. 

Parnell told police he 
supplied a small group of 
friends with cannabis to 
help provide for his own 
drug habit. 

Defending, Philip Farr 
said Parnell admitted that 
he had a problem with 
drugs but he was not using 
them at the moment. 

Parnell, who has no pre¬ 
vious convictions, was sen¬ 
tenced to six months im¬ 
prisonment, suspended for 
12 months, and ordered to 
complete 120 hours of un¬ 
paid community work. 

He was ordered to pay 
£285 towards the cost of the 
prosecution and £100 fine.

I Dentist jailed for 
defrauding NHS 



A DENTIST who faked treat¬ 
ment claims, including some 
for people who had died, has 
been jailed. 

Edmund faques, of Kennett 
Place, Kentford, netted £78,658 
after submitting 1,700 bogus 
claims to the NHS. 

Ipswich Crown Court heard 
yesterday how faques, 65, spe¬ 
cialised in treating elderly resi¬ 
dents of care homes in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, Suffolk and Essex. 

He pleaded guilty to fraud by 
false representation between 
fune 2009 and March 2011 and 
was sentenced to 18 months 
imprisonment. 

Prosecutor Andrew Shaw 
said faques had collected lists 
of residents from care homes 
and used the names to prepare 
claims for payment by the NHS 
for people he had neither seen 
nor treated. 

faques had also faked the sig¬ 
natures of care home staff who 
were required to countersign 
claim forms before they were 
submitted to the NHS for pay-

ment. 

Mr Shaw said many of the 
care home residents on the lists 
were elderly and some had died 
before he filled in claim forms. 

After his arrest faques claimed 
to have been confused by 
changes in the way dentists are 
paid by the NHS but Mr Shaw 
said those changes had taken 
effect three years earlier. 

faques, who worked in NHS 
dentistry for 40 years, had been 
contracted to provide services 
for the Cambridgeshire Primary 
Care Trust (PCT) and the North 
East Essex PCT. 



When police searched his 
home officers found evidence 
that he had been practising sig¬ 
natures of care home officials. 

Defending, Craig Ferguson 
said faques was one of only a 
handful of dentists in the coun¬ 
try specialising in domiciliary 
dental care, a role he had taken 
on after suffering back injuries 
in a car accident which left him 
unable to stand for long periods 
of time. 

faques initially pleaded not 
guilty to the charge because of 
his wish to attend his daughter’s 
wedding in February but now 
pleaded guilty. 

Mr Ferguson said: “He has 
struggled with the shame that 
his plea has brought him and 
his family.” 

faques will be struck off by 
the General Dental Council and 
he was ordered to repay the full 
£78,658 to the NHS as well as 
£30,162 for the cost of the NHS 
fraud investigation and £4,000 
for Crown Prosecution Service 
costs.

Man grew cannabis 


A DRUG user who grew 
cannabis to feed his 
habit has been given a 
suspended prison sen¬ 
tence. 

Karl Jones, 26, plead¬ 
ed guilty to a charge 
of production of the 
class B drug at Ipswich 
Crown Court on Friday 
following a raid on his 
home in Lakenheath in 
November. 

Prosecutor Michael 
Crimp said a growing 


operation involving 
hydroponic cultivation 
equipment, lighting 
and extractor fans had 
been set up. 

Inside the property, 
in Mutford Green, of¬ 
ficers found 27 canna¬ 
bis plants and found 
evidence that 11 others 
had recently been har¬ 
vested. 

Jones was arrested 
and he told police at 
interview that he had 


to feed his habit 


a heavy cannabis habit 
and was growing the 
drug for his own use. 

Jones said he had 
recently harvested the 
first crop from can¬ 
nabis planted four 
months earlier. He said 
the growing equip¬ 
ment had been given 
to him by a friend. 

Mr Crimp said there 
was no evidence that 
Jones had been sup¬ 
plying cannabis to any 


one else. 

A pre-sentence re¬ 
port by the Probation 
Service indicated that 
Jones wanted to ad¬ 
dress his long term 
cannabis use and had 
asked for help. 

Jones was given a 
four-month suspend¬ 
ed prison sentence, 
with a supervision re¬ 
quirement, and made 
the subject of a drug 
rehabilitation order. 


Dog saved 
after eating 
kebab stick

A LUCKY pup has been 
given the all clear after 
ingesting a kebab stick. 

Reggie, a 15-month- 
old springer spaniel, was 
given life-saving surgery 
by vets from the Animal 
Health Trust (AHT). 

He was referred to the 
AHT, based in Kentford, 
in January and vets con¬ 
ducted an ultrasound 
and MRI scan which re¬ 
vealed the stick which 
had perforated Reggie’s 
liver and diaphragm and 
was protruding into his 
heart sac. 

The damage was so se¬ 
vere, inflammation was 
starting to become visible 
externally along Reggie’s 
breast bone. 

The dog was rushed 
off for major surgery. In 
order to remove the stick 
and repair the damage to 
his vital organs, Reggie’s 
stomach, chest and heart 


sac had to be opened. 

Daniela Murgia, who 
leads the AHT’s soft tis¬ 
sue surgery team, said: 
“I have never seen a case 
like this before. 

“The fact that the ke¬ 
bab stick had not just 
been ingested, but had 
managed to perforate so 
many vital organs was as¬ 
tonishing.” 

She said: “But what was 
even more surprising was 
that Reggie had survived 
for a few days in that in¬ 
tense state of discomfort

before he came in as an 
emergency. I’m just so 
glad we were able to op¬ 
erate in time.” 

After a three-hour op¬ 
eration Reggie was al¬ 
lowed to go home and he 
went for a check up at the 
AHT on Monday where 
he was given the all clear. 

Owners Pete Everett 
and Justine Barber, who 
live near Ipswich, said: 
“We can’t thank Daniela 
and her team enough 
for everything they have 
done for Reggie.

PARISH COUNCIL: 

Lorraine Brown, ECDC, attended 
on March 12 and gave a brief talk 
to those present on her role of 
recording houses and other fea¬ 
tures in the district that, although 
unlisted in regards to architec¬ 
tural importance, nevertheless 
retain some social and historical 
importance in the area. 

Anyone wishing to volunteer 
for this interesting project, or to 
nominate a building or feature 
in the parish which they consid¬ 
er suitable for inclusion, should 
contact the clerk for more infor¬ 
mation. 

At this shortened meeting it 
was approved that a letter be is¬ 
sued in support of URC Tennis 
Club’s application to Sport Eng¬ 
land Inspired Facilities for mon¬ 
ies to provide new toilet facilities 
and to refurbish the existing club 
house. 

Following the unexpected res¬ 
ignation of a councillor there are 
now three councillor vacancies to 


the North Ward and although the 
council would encourage repre¬ 
sentation from inhabitants of this 
area, all eligible residents living 
or working within 4.8km (3 miles) 
of the parish boundary may ap¬ 
ply. Further details in regards to 
the eligibility, recruitment and 
co-option procedures may be ob¬ 
tained from the clerk or from the 
parish website www.cheveley-pc. 
org.uk 

The meeting this Tuesday, re¬ 
convened from March 12, was 
characterised by a refreshing 
ability for the council to proceed 
with matters in an effective and 
efficient manner. The council is 
pleased to report completion of 
the first distribution of the quar¬ 
terly newsletter to all household¬ 
ers in the parish and anyone 
who has yet to receive their copy 
should contact the clerk. The 
newsletter explains the necessity 
for the parish to increase its rate 
demand (precept) for 2013-14. It 
would appear that, in addition to 
the parish rate and in spite of the 
subsidy from central government, 
a 21% surcharge (up from 12% 
last year) has been added by the 
billing authority (ECDC). It was 
approved that due to the rise in 


the combined rate only a nomi¬ 
nal £5 be added to the fees and 
charges levied at the cemetery in 
Cheveley effective from April 1. 

The council is pleased to report 
that the fun-fair, cancelled last 
year due to bad weather, will be 
arriving at the recreation ground, 
again weather permitting, from 
May 2-5, with gates open 6pm- 
9pm. Further information will be 
displayed around the village and 
on the website in due course. 

No reports or representation 
were received from district and 
county councillors. The parish 
council approved the purchase 
of some basic sports equipment 
to be made available for commu¬ 
nity use and in time for the new 
Friday after-school Sports Club 
run by Ian Jackson. Due to com¬ 
mence on Friday, April 26, these 
sessions will be provided at a 
nominal charge and are designed 
to encourage sports, team and 
confidence building in students 
of primary school age. 

For more information please 
contact Ian Jackson or the clerk. 
The council approved that there 
will be no charge for use of the 
recreation ground and the pa¬ 
vilion by the Sports Club. Re¬ 


freshments will once again be 
available for purchase from Ch¬ 
eveley Primary School PTA at 
these times. These activities, to¬ 
gether with confirmation by Cllr 
Peel that the Big Society Loo La¬ 
dies will again open and maintain 
the external toilets, will ensure 
another lively year of communi¬ 
ty-based projects and support to 
any social events planned at the 
pavilion and recreation ground. 
Volunteers willing to assist in any 
activities or wishing to partici¬ 
pate in events are warmly invited 
to contact the named leads or the 
clerk for more information. Any¬ 
one wishing to hire the pavilion 
or recreation ground should con¬ 
tact the clerk. 

Nominations for the McCal- 
mont cup, presented annually to 
individual(s) or groups for servic¬ 
es to the community in the parish 
of Cheveley are now being invit¬ 
ed.

“ADDICTION can happen to anyone at 
any time; it’s because we are human, 
it’s in our DNA.” 

These are the sentiments of Joe Cart¬ 
er, an addiction support advisor for 
the charity Racing Welfare which helps 
people in the racing industry 

Joe, who is a recovering drug addict, 
has channelled his experiences into 
providing guidance for people suffer¬ 
ing from alcohol, drug, gambling and 
eating problems. 

After conquering his dependency on 
alcohol, heroin and crack cocaine, Joe 
went to work for Focus 12 in Bury St 
Edmunds until he took the role at Rac¬ 
ing Welfare six and a half years ago. 

Whilst the addiction support arm is a 
small part of the charity’s wide and var¬ 
ied work, it provides a key service for 
people working in the industry. 

Joe is keen to dispel any murky myths 
surrounding addiction and particularly 
its much discussed link with the racing 
world, the presumption being that the 
industry is riddled with addiction, due 
to long hours and fierce pressures as 
well as its connection with gambling. 

But this is a mistake, according to 
Joe, who said the industry is progres¬ 
sive in its efforts to challenge addiction 
and mental health problems. 

He said: “Why racing? It is simple for 
me, because it has humans in it. When 
you have human beings anywhere you 
will have addiction.” 

Another myth Joe is keen to dispel 
is that addiction is a sign of weakness 
and is a behaviour isolated from nor¬ 
mal life. 

He said: “If someone is stressed at 
work they might go to the gym and take 
it out on a punch bag. If someone feels 
sad they might eat a piece of cake and 
feel comforted. 

“If someone has been dumped they 
might go and buy a pair of shoes and 
feel better. 

“These behaviours are a hallmark of 
humanity.” 

Understanding addiction and hu¬ 
manising it is one of the key things the 
charity wants to focus on. 

Joe said: “For people who won’t expe¬ 
rience addiction, if they can see what 
these behaviours are then it helps them 
to understand the problem.” 

In an average week Joe normally gets 
one person walking through the door 
looking for help but he wishes it were 
more. 

He said: “If everybody with addiction 
issues came for support then it would

be a lot more than that. 

“It is still a minority of people who 
come for help unfortunately but we 
hope that changes.” 

When he speaks to people Joe asks 
them to point out how impulsive they 
are on a scale from one to ten. 

This is helpful, he said, because the 
people who are the most impulsive of¬ 
ten find it hard to control behaviours 
they have developed to cope with their 
feelings. 

Following this they talk through a 
number of solutions to their addiction, 
from harm reduction and safer using to 
total abstinence. 

Joe said: “People try to understand 
within themselves whether they are go¬ 
ing to be able to cut back by just having 
three pints on a Friday night or one bet 
on a weekend.” 

“To abstain, to me that is a far more 
admirable and respectable plan. To 
choose to live, rather than to remain 
stuck.” 

In partnership with drug and alcohol 
dependency agencies, Racing Welfare 
will refer people on to where they will 
find the best care, whether this is in 
the community or at a structured treat¬ 
ment centre. 

Joe tells me about his work with a 
former stable groom, known as Daniel 
to protect his identity, who conquered 
his alcoholism and now works as a 
counsellor. 

Joe said: “When we first became 
aware of him he was chronically ad¬ 



dicted to alcohol. He was in a very risky 
place.” 

Daniel was admitted to hospital after 
another binge and horrified with what 
his life had become, he decided to seek 
help from the charity. 

After six months in a rehabilitation 
facility and six months of after care he 
returned home. Despite falling off the 
wagon he was able to work his way 
through it and become clean for good. 

Joe said: “He realised what he was 
doing and put down the drink. He has 
now been clean for four years.” 

Setbacks are part of the recovery pro¬ 
cess and should not be seen as failures, 
Joe insists. 

He added: “Addiction is absolutely 
human and recovery is absolutely pos¬ 
sible.” 

Racing Welfare provides help for any¬ 
one who works or had worked in the 
racing or thoroughbred breeding in¬ 
dustries in the UK. 

The Jockey Club’s charity provides 
guidance on debt, pensions and ben¬ 
efits, support for those injured at work 
or with disabilities, confidential ad¬ 
vice for people suffering from mental 
health problems as well as guidance on 
healthy eating and other welfare issues. 

The housing arm, known as Racing 
Homes, provides affordable accom¬ 
modation for young people aged 16 to 
24-year-olds and the elderly or working 
staff who have suffered from hardship.

Paddock 
plans now 
face new 
criticism 

PLANS for football pitches 
to be built on paddock land 
have met with further op¬ 
position. 

The bid to build pitches 
on paddock land at Brick¬ 
field Stud will compensate 
for land lost if proposals 
to build a Sainsbury’s su¬ 
permarket on the George 
Lambton Playing Fields are 
approved. 

Objections were raised 
at a meeting of Newmarket 
Town Council on Monday. 

William Gittus, manag¬ 
ing director of the Jockey 
Club estates, said paddock 
land at Brickfield Stud 
should be retained as it 
was not set aside for play¬ 
ing fields unlike the land 
originally designated for 
the project at Pinewood 
Stud. 

He said: “Racing is the 
mainstay of the town, pro¬ 
viding jobs and investment 
which would not be there 
otherwise.” 

Resident Sara Beckett, 
of Station Approach, said: 
“The loss of the George 
Lambton playing fields 
could not and should not 
be replaced by Brickfield 
Stud. 

The council supported 
the planning committee’s 
decision earlier this month 
to reject the plans. 

The final decision on the 
playing fields will be taken 
by Forest Heath District 
Council.

Improved IT for library 
users after £5k grant 


LIBRARY users will have be able 
to take advantage of free internet 
access and word processing fol¬ 
lowing a £5,000 grant. 

Mildenhall Library has received 
the cash boost from the parish 
council and new equipment is 
expected to start arriving at the li¬ 
brary within the next eight weeks. 

Denise Gray, manager of 
Mildenhall Library, said: “This is 
really good news. 

“Before, we were unable to 
provide word processing facili¬ 
ties but now people will be able 
to come in and work on their CVs 
here.” 

There is nowhere else in the 
town to work on job applications 
for free, Denise said, so it is hoped 
the improved facilities will help 
the community.

The money will also be spent 
on providing wifi for the library 
and the library are looking into 
the possibility of providing lap¬ 
tops. 

Since libraries in the county 
were taken over by Suffolk Librar¬ 
ies Industrial and Provident Soci¬ 
ety (IPS) in August last year, many 
have struggled for survival in the 
face of cuts. 

Money for the project has been 
released from the £1.4m Milden¬ 
hall Parish Council received fol¬ 
lowing the construction of a 
Sainsbury’s in Recreation Way. 

Cllr David Bowman, of Milden¬ 


hall Parish Council, said: “We 
have been using this money for 
worthwhile causes. 

“I thought it would be good 
for the local community to have 
access to services which Suffolk 
County Council are not able to 
provide.” 

The money for the library has 
been ring-fenced and the funding 
has finally been given the green 
light. 

Cllr Bowman said: “This is for 
the benefit of the community and 
that is what the parish council is 
there for. 

“This money is a one-off and 
once it is gone it is gone so we are 
doing what we can with it.” 

Cllr Bowman added: “If people 
come in for that then they may 
use the library more often so it 


is a win-win situation for every¬ 
one.” 

Around £0.5m from the Sains¬ 
bury’s funding has been put aside 
by the parish council for future 
projects.

Raise a glass to 
the new Budget 


GLASSES were raised across the 
region as help was offered to 
pub goers, motorists and home- 
buyers in the Budget. 

Chancellor George Osborne 
scrapped a planned 3p rise on 
beer duty tax and replaced it 
with a lp cut on the price of a 
pint. 

Motorists also fared well after 
September’s planned fuel duty 
rise was scrapped. 

Infrastructure plans are to be 
boosted by £3bn for 2015/16 
which was praised by business 
chiefs as “much needed”. 

Dr Peter Funnell, president of 
the Suffolk Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, said: “We welcome the 
very much needed £3bn for in¬ 
frastructure projects which is 
needed in the East of England. 

“It is frustrating though that 
again this looks, at this early 
stage, like further jam tomor¬ 
row. 

He said: “Infrastructure pro¬ 
jects need to start now and wait¬ 
ing until 2015 at the earliest is 
just not soon enough.” 

Businesses across Suffolk will 
see a mixed bag according to Dr 
Funnell.

He said: “There is much to 
commend in the Chancellor’s 
Statement, from a wider re¬ 
mit for the Bank of England, to 
measures on fuel duty, home 
ownership and employment, 
but we feel that the Government 
should have gone even fur¬ 
ther to support enterprise and 
growth, for example, through 
immediate action on business 
rates and road mainte¬ 
nance.” 

The personal al¬ 
lowance for 2014 
was increased to 
£10,000 meaning 
no income is paid 
on that sum. 

julian Hup- 
pert, Cambridge’s 
MP, was delighted to 
see the Liberal Demo¬ 
crat pledge to raise the tax 
threshold achieved a year ear¬ 
lier than planned. 

Dr Huppert said: “There has 
been some good news in this 
Budget for hard-working fami¬ 
lies and businesses. 

“These are the people we 


must help if we are to get the 
economy back on its feet, create 
new jobs and give people op¬ 
portunities to succeed.” 

However Daniel Zeichner, 
Labour’s parliamentary spokes¬ 
man for Cambridge, said: “What 
most people need is more mon¬ 
ey in their pockets, but welcome 
though the tax changes on beer 
will be to local pubs, he’s taking 
the mickey if he thinks lp off 
beer is going to get the economy 
growing again.” 

Nigel Sampson, land¬ 
lord of the New Wel¬ 
lington pub, in Ch- 
eveley Road, was 
not convinced by 
the plans. 

He said: “lp off 
beer is great, and 
I am pleased about 
that. But spirits are 
still expensive which is 
what people drink and what 
about wine in the restaurant? It 
is a starting gesture really.” 

Mr Sampson called for the 
Government to curb supermar¬ 
ket sales of cheap alcohol which 
he said are harming the pub 
trade.

A COUNCIL banner which 
crashed into the side of a New¬ 
market night club is the sub¬ 
ject of a continuing row. 

Former nightclub boss Terry 
Lake, who owns the building 
which houses DeNiro’s night¬ 
club, has hit out at Newmarket 
Town Council as he may have 
to pay the £8,500 bill. 

The fuly Festival banner, 
which was fitted to the out¬ 
side wall of the building, came 
loose and crashed down onto 
the High Street with a shower 
of bricks in May last year. 

The falling bricks injured a 
19-year-old woman and the 
cables hit the bonnet and sides 
of a Volkswagen Passat which 
had stopped at the nearby traf¬ 
fic lights. 

Mr Lake told the News : “It 
has taken all this time to get 
the repair work done and we 
have complained to the coun¬ 
cil but I feel like they are giving 
us the run around.” 

The building work, which 
took about nine months to 
complete, has cost more than 
£8,500 in total, he said.

Mr Lake added: “I don’t want 
to make this embarrassing for 
the council but my concern is 
for the other shops in the High 
Street.” 

However Cllr Warwick Hirst 
said the insurance company 
had found the council was not 
at fault. 

“We have a public liability 
policy with Zurich, which is a 
standard policy that town, dis¬ 
trict and parish councils have 
and it covers us for any public 
liability. 

Cllr Hirst said: “When they 
investigated it they found we 
had tested the fittings and 
we have been doing this for a 
number of years so we were 
very careful. 

“The insurance company 
found that we were not liable 
for this.” 

The insurers will contest any 
legal action taken by Mr Lake, 
according to Cllr Hirst. 

He said: “I have told them 
they are not arguing with the 


town council, it is between 
them and Zurich now.” 

The banner was replaced 
following the incident but just 
days later the fixings attach¬ 
ing the banner to the side of 
a fockey Club building were 
wrenched off by the wind. 

The metal fixtures from the 
wall plummeted to the ground 
and knocked the wing mirror 
off a car.

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Together to the end: dementia 
couldn’t separate my parents 



Chris Carling watched both her parents succumb to dementia. 
But even in the care home, they’d still ‘sit together and fall 
asleep holding hands’.

POWERFUL READING: in her book, Chris Carling recalls caring for her parents who both 
suffered from dementia and spent their last years together in a nursing home 


C URLED up tightly in his 

armchair, in an almost foetal 
position, Chris Carling’s 
elderly father was wracked with 
grief. 

‘I haven’t got a wife’, he told her. 
‘My life is over.’ After almost seven 
decades of marriage, his wife had 
just left home for good - without so 
much as a backward glance. 

Both Chris’s parents were 
suffering from dementia. Her 
mum, Mary, had been admitted to 
hospital, with a care home the 
inevitable next step. Her dad, Fred, 
was still at home, but not coping. 

“When I saw him there, all curled 
up, I just wanted to cradle him in 
my arms, to scoop him up - which 
is what I did,” says Chris. “I was a 
daddy’s girl; this was my dad... 

“I realised he wasn’t the same 
dad any more, that, in a strange 
way, I was the grown-up now. He 
had always protected me: now it 
was my turn to protect him.” 

Both Fred and Mary battled 
dementia for several years before 
they died well into their 90s. He 
was diagnosed with vascular 
dementia, while she had 
Alzheimer’s. 

“I still can’t quite believe that my 
parents have both died, that I’m an 
orphan,” admits Chris, who lives in 
Cambridge. “I really, really miss 
them both. One thing I really want 
to get across is that a diagnosis of 
dementia in someone elderly isn’t 
the end, rather it’s the start of a 
new chapter. Yes, there will be very 


difficult times - but some good 
things can come out of it too. 

“Family relationships can be 
hard; it can be difficult to express 
your feelings. But when verbal 
communication becomes a 
problem, you’re more likely to hug 
someone, or to hold their hand - to 
do things which, in ordinary life, 
you might not do so much.” 

A personal and business coach, 
Chris has written a book about her 
experience of caring for her 
parents. Called But Then 
Something Happened: A Story of 
Everyday Dementia, it is part- 
narrative, part-handbook; 
alongside the autobiography, she 
has written a sequence of ‘mini¬ 
dramas’, scenes highlighting key 
symptoms of dementia, and drawn 
a series of conclusions, titled 
‘Learning from dementia: Losses 
and (a few) gains’. 

The book is powerful stuff, 
provoking both tears and laughter 
by turns. “We did have some very 
funny moments: there’s always 
been a lot of laughter in my family,” 
smiles Chris. “Getting my mum to 
provide a urine sample, for 
example, was hilarious: I squatted 
there, holding the bottle, saying 
‘Come on Mum! Just a dribble!’ but 
nothing was happening. We both 
ended up in fits.” 

But Then Something Happened is 
also, in part, a love story. “Even 
near the end, their faces lit up 
when they saw each other,” says 
Chris. “They ended up in the same 


unit of the care home and they’d sit 
together and fall asleep holding 
hands. Despite everything, 
something of their relationship 
was retained.” 

Fred and Mary met in their teens. 
Encouraged by Chris to write a 
journal in his 80s, Fred recalled 
meeting his future wife: “At 171 
met a UVa-year-old blonde haired 
beauty - love at first sight -1 was 
off my food for days. She really was 
beautiful, very fair. Now, a million 
years later, I still think the same of 
her.” 

The couple married, settled in 
their native North East and had 
two children - Chris and her 
brother Alan. Demobbed from the 
RAF at the end of the war, Fred 
joined ICI and it was his job that 
brought the family south, to 
Bristol, when Chris was just 12. 

“My mum always said ‘The thing 
about your dad is that he can 
always make me laugh’; in the 
early days, he was definitely the 
joker in the relationship. He would 
often write her notes, little cards... 
He was the romantic, while she 
was more of a realist.” 

It wasn’t until Fred retired that 
the couple relocated to Cambridge. 
“That was actually because of me. 
My husband is a fellow at Clare, 
and I always thought being a porter 
was a nice job. When Dad retired 
in his early 60s, a porter’s job came 
up - and he got it. He loved that job 
- it was very sociable - and 
everybody loved him.”

Although they’d had a few health niggles, 
Chris’s parents arrived in their late 80s 
reasonably fit and well. But then Fred began 
to endure bouts of depression; the first sign, 
looking back, of vascular dementia. 

The second most common form of 
dementia, it’s caused by problems with the 
supply of blood to the brain. Depression 
and anxiety are common symptoms, along 
with loss of concentration and 
communication skills. It is thought to 
develop in a ‘step change’ pattern: plateaus 
followed by sudden marked deteriorations. 

Mary’s dementia, on the other hand, was 
Alzheimer’s. The most common form of 
dementia, it’s thought to be caused by 
so-called ‘plaques’ and ‘tangles’ in the 
brain which, in turn, cause brain cells to 
atrophy. Key repercussions are memory 
loss, mood swings and breakdown of bodily 
functions, from speech to continence. 
Decline is more gradual; a smoother 
downward curve. 

“From personal experience, I’d say 
someone with vascular dementia retains 
more awareness, certainly at the beginning. 
My dad certainly felt the loss, of his own 
abilities and of my mum’s, far more acutely. 

“Whereas my mum was really quite happy 
in herself. She’d always hated going to the 
doctor - she put off having cataract surgery 
until she was almost blind - but then when 
she was admitted to hospital, when she 
collapsed on what I call our ‘crisis weekend’, 
she seemed quite happy about it, laughing 
and joking with the doctors and nurses. 

“She wasn’t as aware of her surroundings; 
she had no framework left to work within. I 
remember her saying to me ‘I can’t make a 
picture’... But she was interested in her 
environment and wanted to explore it; in 
that way she was quite like a small child.” 

Mary and Fred had been ‘muddling along’ 
in their own home, with Chris providing 
plentiful practical help, for some years. But 
then, within the space of 48 hours in the 
summer of 2007, it became clear the 
situation was untenable. What started with 
a sore and swollen knee ended up with 
Mary falling on the sitting room floor and 
being stranded there for hours: “My dad 
had made her lunch and taken it to her on 
the floor, but not thought to call anyone. 

“We hadn’t realised, until that moment, 
how serious the situation had become.” 

Incontinent, Mary was also sitting in her 
own mess; Chris had to lift her off the floor, 
give her a flannel bath and change her 
clothes. “She left that house, her home for 
30 years, with nothing but the clothes she 
was wearing and a few toiletries. At that 
time, I didn’t know she wouldn’t be coming 
back; I think my dad realised that well 
before I did. Mum didn’t even give a 
backward glance. 

“There’s no doubt that my dad found that 
hard. He’d never been alone in his life: he’d 


gone from being looked after by his mum to 
being looked after by his wife.” 

Eventually, it was decided a care home - 
Langdon House in Cambridge - was the 
best and safest place for both Chris’s 
parents. They stayed there until they died. 
“It was a beautiful place for them to be. You 
hear a lot of bad things about care homes, 
but my parents were treated with nothing 
but love and respect at Langdon House, 
right up until the last minute.” 

Fred’s passing, aged 93, was, says Chris, 
‘pretty peaceful’. “It was a shock that he 
died, because he hadn’t been physically ill 
for ages. But there was an element of 
release: it’s very hard to see someone you 
love suffering, day after day, because they 
no longer want to be in this world. There 
was a moment, shortly before he died, when 
I looked over at him and he suddenly looked 
like my dad again; something about his 
manner made me think ‘Yes! That’s my 
dad’. I’m grateful I had that moment.” 

Mary’s death, at 95, was, Chris 
remembers, ‘far more difficult’. She had, 
she explains, found a new kind of closeness 
with her mum. And, fun loving to the last, 
her mum was still happy in herself. 

“I think my mother wanted me to be 
perfect, but I was a bit rebellious -1 had 
boyfriends she didn’t like, that kind of 
thing. But, in an odd way, with the 
dementia she came into her own. 

“She ended up needing a hoist, but she 
thought of it like a swing, which she rather 
enjoyed. And she was still capable of 
making jokes: one birthday, I asked her how 
old she was and she said ‘100’. I said ‘You 
know that’s not true: you’re 92’. Her 
response? ‘You have to be able to tell lies 
sometimes’. She still had a good quality of 
life.” 

Fred and Mary made their platinum 
wedding anniversary; though Fred slept 
through all the celebrations, Chris says it 
was ‘a happy day for mum: she loved being 
centre of attention’. 

Despite the ups and downs of her parents’ 
last years, Chris says she doesn’t feel angry 
that they both battled dementia. “Things 
are how they are, and you just have to get 
on with it. And there were kindnesses: after 
70 years of marriage, neither of them was 
actually bereaved - by the time my dad 
died, my mum’s Alzheimer’s was so far 
progressed she wasn’t aware. 

“My dad always knew me, but I’m sure 
there were times when my mum didn’t 
know who I was. I coped by telling myself 
the next time I saw her, she would know.” 

Writing But Then Something Happened, 
which grew from a ‘dementia diary’ Chris 
began on that ‘crisis weekend’, was, she 
adds, ‘a kind of catharsis’: “Turning our 
story into a narrative allowed me to process 
it, I think.” 

Chris was also keen to extend a helping

Raising the stakes 
at Newmarket 


By Mark Taylor 


A S THE EVOLUTION of the racing 
calendar continues, Newmarket 
Racecourses are maintaining their 
position in leading the way for the next 
generation. 

Earlier this month it was announced that, 
from 2014, Dubai Future Champions Day will 
move to the Friday before QIPCO British 
Champions Day to create a "champions 
weekend". 

And while it is a case of waiting for that 
switch to happen, there are plenty of exciting 
changes to the racing programme in 2013, 
with a notable increase in prize money to 
more than £9.3m. 

"It is funded largely through an increase in 
the Levy yield, but also we're injecting 
significantly more of our own funds into the 
prize money itself," said Michael Prosser, 
Newmarket Racecourses director of racing. 
"And that prize money will be spread among 


all 38 race days - all 38 race days will receive 
added funds, but largely it is being directed to 
the quality of the racing programme." 

At that end sits the QIPCO 2000 and 1000 
Guineas, which have each seen an increased 
purse from £350,000 to £400,000, making 
them the most valuable races of their type 
in Europe. 

As the Levy yield dropped significantly from 
2008 and 2009, the July Festival prize money 
had come down from approximately £1.5m to 
just over £1.2m, but that money has been 
re-injected. 

And there are also big changes in the purse 
for the autumn season, with the prize money 
for the 2m 2f Betfred Cesarewitch increased 
significantly from £1 60,000 to £250,000. 

That will make it the joint most valuable 
handicap in Europe - alongside the Ebor - and 
the second most valuable race in Europe over 
two miles-plus, only bettered by the Gold Cup 
at Royal Ascot. 


"It is a race that crosses the boundaries 
between Flat and National Hunt trainers and 
captures the imagination of the public," 
said Prosser. 

"It's a tradition that we are very passionate 
about here at Newmarket, and we feel that 
with such a purse it will become even more 
attractive to high-class staying horses from 
both France and Germany. 

"Last year we had four Irish runners in the 
race, but we're looking to secure high-class 
runners from France and Germany and make it 
into a truly international contest. 

"I have written to German and French 
trainers to highlight the significant purse, and 
I'm off to Maisons-Laffitte for their trials day. 

It's part of our drive to attract high-class horses 
from the continent." 

Another significant string to Newmarket's 
bow will be a slight alteration to come into full 
effect at next month's Craven Meeting -

There’s one major reason why 
Newmarket’s numbers are up and 
that’s the quality of the racing 
surface, says Michael Prosser

W ITH ATTENDANCES UP, runners up and prize 
money going up it has been a successful 12 
months for Newmarket Racecourses. 

The backdrop of one of the wettest years on record hit 
outdoor pursuits, but the home of racing bucked that 
trend with an eye-catching set of figures. 

"Last year, we had a four per cent increase in 
attendance and we had over 3,000 runners at the course, 
which was a further increase," said Michael Prosser, the 
director or racing. 

"And bearing in mind the economic conditions within 
the country and the fact that there has been a declining 
horse population, that's a statistic we've very proud of. 

"There has been no increase in race days, we have just 
increased the number of runners and we will be looking 
to do the same - and the quality - in 2013 and onwards 
into 2014." 

Prosser admits that he is passionate about race 
planning, which involves reviewing the racing 
programme as an on-going close analysis of all 
races staged. 

The quality of the racing programme will potentially 
influence attendance and revenue streams, but 
there is one vital factor which can be the draw for the 
best horses. 

And, in light of the weather, it was where Newmarket 
excelled last year. 

"Race planning is very important, the way you frame 
the racing programme, making it attractive, finding the 
right opportunities and positioning the prize money at 
the right levels so that trainers target your races," 
said Prosser. 

"But ultimately one of the key reasons for any horse 
running at your track is the quality of the racing surface.

So it's a feather in the cap of the ground staff that there 
was an increase in the number of runners last year - a 
significant feather in their cap because the weather 
conditions were appalling." 

In 2012, the rainfall was just shy of 30in, while the 
average for Newmarket is about 22in and in 2011 it 
was 1 7in. 

And Prosser said: "Arguably the most significant 
achievement, given that the weather and that we're a 
leisure activity, is actually a four per cent increase in 
attendances. 

"It's a magnificent achievement with the weather we 
had because it rained on a significant number of race 
days that we staged." 

One such day was the Darley July Cup, when the 
excess rainfall for the three days of the July Festival left 
pools of water in unseen places around the course. 

But the track was untouched, so the emphasis was on 
getting people in and parked, and Prosser said: "There 
wasn't any lying water on the racing surface at all - 
not in any hoof print that had been created during the 
two days. 

"It was a team effort that turned everything around in a 
short space of time and an excellent effort by all." 

Mayson proved to be a worthy champion, and Prosser 
added: "It was a good winner in a good race and actually 
if you were to look at the form, the third horse, Society 
Rock, went on to win the Haydock Park Group One 
sprint and Ortensia won the Group One Nunthorpe 
at York. 

"It just shows that even when the ground was slow, the 
cream came to the top in the Darley July Cup as usual."

the upgrade of the Abernant 
Stakes to Group Three status. 

Mayson was victorious in the 
renewal 12 months ago before 
going on to win the Group Three 
Palace House Stakes and then the 
Darley July Cup. 

"It is a race that has performed 
above the status of Listed 
consistently over the last few 
years/' said Prosser. 

"We're very pleased that the 
race has been upgraded, it will 
further enhance the Craven 
Meeting - a meeting that we all 
love - which kick-starts the 
season for us and, for many, is the 
start of the Flat racing season." 

The announcement of the 
Abernant Stakes upgrade came at 
the same time as the plans for 
Future Champions Day in 2014 
were unveiled. 

The Group Two Rockfel Stakes 
will be held on the Friday of the 
Cambridgeshire Meeting after 
rotating with the Group One 
Fillies Mile, which now becomes 
the third Group One two-year-old 


race on Dubai Future Champions 
Day, alongside the Dewhurst and 
Middle Park Stakes. 

"What's created on Dubai 
Future Champions Day is the 
most outstanding card. There are 
only five Group One two-year-old 
races in this country - and three 
are on that day," said Prosser. 

"It is absolutely unbelievable 
high-quality racing. Never before 
has there been three Group Ones 
for two year olds on the same day. 

"That's the beauty of Future 
Champions Day. What you're 
seeing are the horses that are 
going to go into winter in 
likelihood as the favourites for the 
following year's Classics." 

The 5f Group Three Cornwallis 
Stakes for two-year-olds moves to 
the Rowley Mile from Ascot. 

And the changes mean that 
Newmarket will host a 39th race 
day in 2014, with the Betfred 
Cesarewitch the feature race 
supported by the Autumn Stakes, 
which stays in its same spot on 
the calendar.

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John Gosden’s 


regeneration

T HE CHALLENGE OF following up a maiden 
British champion trainer's title seems to be an 
interesting prospect for John Gosden as he primes 
his hand for the new Flat season. 

With only Elusive Kate and The Fugue remaining 
from his six Group One winners in 2012 - Nathaniel, 
Izzi Top, Fallen For You and Great Heavens have been 
retired or moved on - you can see why the task of 
defending his crown will not be straightforward. 

Those horses showed why there were high hopes at 
Clarehaven Stables before the 2012 season started and 
it was a battle with Aidan O'Brien, who won four of 
the five British Classics, that went down to the wire. 

"You know if you have the depth of older horses and 
some of your three-year-olds are of a decent quality to 
run in the Group races then you know could be in 
business for that sort of thing," said Gosden. 

"But all the things have to unfold and go right - and 
it doesn't always happen that way. We went to Royal 
Ascot and we wound up leading stable there with five 
winners. They ran wonderfully there, and the horses 
stayed pretty healthy and held their form through 
the year. 

"And I think that is the key thing." 

That Royal Ascot success included victories for 
Fallen For You, Newfangled and Gatewood on |day 
four. 

But the highlight of the campaign was the Coral 
Eclipse. "Nathaniel hadn't run since October the 
previous year, so coming out first time and winning the 
Eclipse was a real highlight of the year," said Gosden. 

"He took the running up, three down and about four 
challenges and just saw them all off. I thought that was 
a hell of a performance." 

Without as much depth in the older horses, the 
reshaping of the string this season seems to enthuse 
Gosden as he likens it to the building of a 
football squad. 

"I think to use a good analogy we had a team of 
really nice horses but a lot of them have retired, gone 
to stud, gone to be stallions, gone to be broodmares, 
gone to Australia, gone to America," he said. "So a lot 
of them have transferred. 

"It's a bit like if you were football manager and you 
had a really great squad that you had built up from the 
youth team. Then suddenly half of them retired and the 
other half went to Real Madrid and Barcelona - you 
tend to have to look round and it's really back to the 
youth squad again. 

"So I see this year as a year of building up again - 
regeneration if you like - and getting the younger 
horses coming through. 

"Consequently I'm very realistic about it. This year I 
hope to have a nice year and plenty of winners to keep 
the stable going along, but I'm very conscious of the 
fact that we've got to build back up again." 

Ghurair would be the main hope for the three-year- 
old colts having won the £500,000TattersalIs Millions 
2yoTrophy at Newmarket in October, which helped 
him win the championship. "He's in good form, he 
may go for a Guineas, he may be a better horse at a 
mile and a quarter this year but I'm happy with him -

he would be the stand-out colt," said Gosden. 

"Ghurair could run at the Craven Meeting in the 
Craven Stakes over a mile, that would be a possibility 
for him to go to that race and see if we can make our 
mind up about a Guineas or whether we then wanted 
to step up to a mile and a quarter. 

"The others, we've got some promising ones 
without necessarily likely to shoot any lightning 
through the skies." 

In terms of the fillies, maiden Vanity Rules - who is 
by New Approach - and Winsili, who won her maiden 
and was then unlucky at Ascot, both hold entries for 
the QIPCO 1000 Guineas. 

And Gosden added: "For the early Classics we have 
three entries, and if we get there with one of them that 
will be great." Leading the charge of the older horses 
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will be Elusive Kate and The Fugue, who will both be 
aimed at Royal Ascot and through the summer into the 
autumn. 

So with the new Flat season ready to get into full 
swing, how does Gosden approach the campaign? 

"It's with eyes wide open as I don't think we have 
any superstars necessarily in the three-year-olds. But 
let's see what we've got and see how it unfolds," 
he said. 

"I like the look of the two-year-olds and so it's a year 
of building. It's an exciting time because you're looking 
for potential which isn't necessarily there on paper at 
the moment. You can get some pleasant surprises - 
along with a great deal of disappointment!"

Getting trainers and 
horses in right mindset 


ASSESSING a stable’s ammunition 
at this time of the year can bring 
varying degrees of emotions, but 
there will always be plenty of 
optimism. 

John Gosden believes that you 
can have high hopes at this stage 
in those that have already proved 
themselves, and in three year olds 
that were lightly raced as juveniles. 

Great Heavens was a prime 
example. She was fifth in her 
maiden, her only run as a 
two-year-old, but went on to win 
the Lancashire Oaks and the 
Irish Oaks. 

Gosden said: “It has been my 
experience that if you think that 
everything that runs fifth in a |two- 
year-old maiden is going to go and 
win you a Classic, you’re going to 
get yourself a little disappointed. 

“I think you watch your horses 
this time of year, all the time you’re 
with them and a lot of it is just 
picking up on when something is 
just showing itself in a certain way. 

“You give them the chance, 
develop them that way, don’t be 
frightened of running in a smarter 
race rather than forever thinking 
you’ve got to be holding them in 
handicaps. 

“I think a lot of people 
tend to get too controlled in 
their thinking by what their 
rating is under the central 
handicapping system. 

“It’s not about dragging 
them to the lowest common 
denominator, it’s really, in a 
sense, about letting them 
realise their full potential. 

“There may be a race 
coming at a certain stage 
that is vulnerable and then 
you’ve got to go for it. That 
may ruin their handicap 
mark or something of that 
nature, but that’s not the 
point. If you go and get 
some black type, that’s 
worth loads of little 
handicaps.” 


With the University Boat Race 
this weekend, Gosden made the 
comparison of how you bring out 
top-level performances from 
athletes - human or equine. 

“I think you have to get inside 
the horses’ heads,” he said. “You 
have to try to think with them, for 
them, see what they’re looking at. 

“I’ve seen (rowing) crews coming 
up to big races, being coached by 
someone who really gets it 
psychologically. They’re fit, they’ve 
been eating the right foods, they 
train a lot harder now these 
oarsmen, but it’s getting that 
mental sharpness. 

“That is what a great coach can 
do right at the end to bring them up 
into the race, and it’s the same with 
us with horses. 

“You have them fit, you have 
them moving well, you have them 
healthy but you’ve got to have 
them mentally in the zone - it’s as 
simple as that. 

“And that is no different whether 
you’re training a great athlete, 
training a football player, a rugby 
player or a racehorse - it is the 
same thing, the body and mind 
combined, getting it right.” 



It’s good to talk ... 


AFFABLE, approachable and 
articulate. It is fair to say that John 
Gosden is one of the most 
communicative trainers in the 
business. His skills in interacting 
with the media were learned during 
10 years training in America, and he 
said: “If you don’t, you’re regarded 
as being someone who isn’t exactly 
helpful or positive. 

“It’s an entertainment industry - 
that’s what the business is - and 
you’ve got to be communicative 
and you’ve got to be open and 
make it interesting. 

“Otherwise there are lots of other 
things people can watch on 
television, and there are lots of 
other sports they can go and watch.

B EING AT THE heart of the action when a new 
star is born has whetted Emma Spencer's 
appetite at the start of the new Flat season.

"But you never know what's 
around the corner, and that's 
what makes it exciting." 

Channel 4's line-up will be 
fronted by Clare Balding 
(right), who as well as her 
brother and trainer Andrew 
Balding, Spencer knows well. 

"Clare's amazing and she's 
done so well," said Spencer. 

"It's good fun and we've 
got a good team, 
so there are 
no bad 
parts. 

"You've 
got to 
cope with 
it raining 
all day and 
the cold 
sometimes, 


but that's the way it is and, with racing, every day is 
totally different. 

"It's quite nice to be out and about and there are 
always good stories to tell, especially when you're 
doing the walkback interview with the winning 
jockey after the race and then with their 
connections." 

Spencer used to ride out in Newmarket, but she 
now only gets in the saddle for the annual celebrity 
women's race at Glorious Goodwood. 

"It's good fun and for charity, so I'll be doing that 
again this year," said Spencer, who has competed 
against the likes of supermodel Edie Campbell and 
Radiol DJ, Sara Cox. 

"I've finished second and third, so I need to win it 
this year and then maybe I won't ride in it again. I 
can go out on a high." 

A fortnight before heading out to cover the Dubai 
World Cup, Spencer showed off her competitive 
streak again by filming a racing edition of 
Channel Four's cookery game show Come 
Dine With Me, having dinner parties with 
Newmarket-based trainer and former News 
columnist Micky Quinn, jockey Mattie 
Bachelor and owner Sally 
Rowley-Williams. 

"It was very, very tiring, with long days 
and long nights, just eating and drinking," 
said Spencer. "Luckily I was with some great 
people who made it a lot of fun. 

"I'm not renowned for doing lots of cooking, 
but it went fine. It's not that hard to follow a 
recipe." The Flat season is certain to have plenty 
of twists and turns, but Spencer is aiming to cook up 
a storm for viewers.

Telescope is just one of an exciting team of 
horses that has Highclere Thoroughbred 
Racing manager Harry Herbert relishing the 
new Flat season. 

Undoubtedly the most successful multiple 
racehorse ownership company in Europe, the 
Highclere brand continues to go from strength 
to strength. 

With a couple of last year's leading Classic 
contenders in Bonfire and Vow back for more, 
joined by a clutch of exciting younger horses, 
the camp look sure to enjoy another 
prosperous campaign. 

Herbert said: "We're forever optimistic, as 
you have to be in this game. 

"Hopefully we have a really nice team and I 
think, in particular, we have a nice group of 
older horses this year. 

"It's nice to have a few horses coming back 
who have already proved what they can do on 
the track. We also have some nice 
three-year-olds who haven't run before." 

The talking horse of this year's Highclere 
team is the Sir Michael Stoute-trained 
Telescope. 

As a son of Galileo out of a Darshaan mare, 
the three-year-old is certainly bred for the job 
and after a close second on his Ascot debut, he 
turned in a most impressive display on the final 
start of his juvenile year at Newmarket. 

He is a best priced 10-1 joint |second- 
favourite for the world's most famous Flat race 
at Epsom in June, but Herbert is not getting 
carried away. 

"He has wintered really well and I don't 
think there's any doubt he looks the part," 
he said. 

"He really is the most beautiful horse you 
could ever wish to see - he's an absolute 
stunner. 

"It's a little bit nuts he's second-favourite for 
the Derby given what he has achieved on the 
track, but it's obviously very exciting for his 
small group of owners and he is a horse 
everyone is looking forward to seeing. 

"He has great scope and potential, the 
breeding is there on the sire and dam side and 
he is with a trainer who is a master with horses 
like him, so he has a lot going for him. 

"It's early days. He hasn't even started fast 
work for this season yet, and Sir Michael will 
decide where he starts off." 

Another member of the Highclere three- 
year-old brigade is the unraced Majesty, also 
trained in Newmarket by Sir Henry Cecil. 

Cecil was the under-bidder when Highclere's 
John Warren forked out 110,000 guineas for 
the colt atTattersalls as a yearling and the 
master of Warren Place was so impressed by 
the Shamardal colt, he asked if he could 
train him. 

While he did not make the racecourse last 
year, Herbert hopes there is plenty to look 
forward to. 

He said: "He's absolutely fine. He had a 
small wind operation and he falls into the 
same bracket as a few of our horses in that he 
was too backward to run as a juvenile. 
Hopefully, he's an exciting horse to run as an 
unraced three-year-old. 

"He has developed well through the winter 
and looks marvellous at the moment. 

"Sir Henry is taking him along steadily and I 
think it will be late April or early May, 
probably May, before you see him on the 
racecourse."

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Botti’s 

on the 

Moo-ve

N ew stables and a 'live' Guineas 
hope - it's all set to be a big year for 
Newmarket-based trainer Marco 
Botti. The Italian has created a big 
reputation for himself in a relatively short of 
space of time with notable victories across 
the world. 

But a Classic triumph on British soil 
would raise the bar that bit higher and, in 
Moohaajim, he may just have the horse to 
supply it in the QIPCO 2000 Guineas on 
Saturday, May 4. 

The colt established himself as one of the 
best of his generation last autumn with a 
superb win in the Group 2 Mill Reef Stakes 
at Newbury. 

There was to one more run as a 
two-year-old and Moohaajim found only the 
unbeaten Reckless Abandon too good in the 
Group 1 Middle Park Stakes at Newmarket. 

He lost out by just a neck that day and 
Botti, along with a fair few others, was left 
with the impression that the best may yet be 
to come for his charge. 

Botti said: "His run in the Middle Park 
was very good. Moohaajim was a little bit 
inexperienced that day and the other horse 
had the rail. He finished well up the hill, 
suggesting that a step up in trip will be fine 
for him." 

The 2000 Guineas is, of course, staged 
over a mile - a distance that, on his 
breeding, should be ideal for Moohaajim. 

Botti explained: "He is by Cape Cross out 
of a Kingmambo mare, making him a miler 
on pedigree. He has speed on his dam's 
side too, which is why he has done so well 
over six furlongs, but I don't envisage the 
trip being a problem in the Guineas. 

"I think he has done well over the winter 
- mentally, too. Last year after he came 
from the breeze-ups (he was bought as a 
two-year-old in training from Tattersalls' 
traditional April sale), he was a little free in 
the mornings. This year he is more relaxed 
and training well. 

"I was tempted to step him up to seven 
furlongs for the Dewhurst (Stakes) but we 
didn't want to take on Dawn Approach, so 


we went for the Middle Park instead." 

Avoiding Europe's unbeaten champion 
two-year-old of 2012 on May 4 will be 
impossible, assuming Dawn Approach gets 
there sound and well on the day. 

But you sense from Botti that he, at least, 
believes that in Moohaajim he has a horse 
capable of laying it down to the 
short-priced favourite. 

He said: "Dawn Approach sets the 
standard. We have a few pounds to make 
up on the ratings, but I think my horse is 
class and I think he has more speed than 
Dawn Approach. You need plenty of speed 
to win a Guineas. I hope that will be to our 
advantage." 

Moohaajim's first port of call is likely to 
be Newbury's Greenham Stakes on April 
20, two weeks before the Newmarket 
showpiece. 

"The plan is the Greenham then the 
Guineas," confirmed Botti. "I think he will 
stay a mile, but I don't want to jump straight 
into the Guineas. That should get the 
freshness out of him as we don't want him 
doing too much early on if he is going to 
stay the trip." 

Along with preparing his star colt for the 
QIPCO 2000 Guineas, Botti is also 
embarking on his first season from his new 
base, Prestige Place, on the Snail well Road 
after previously training on the other side of 
town, Hamilton Road. 

No stone has been left unturned in the 
building of his premises and, with the 
addition of an equine swimming pool and 
treadmill, Botti is the envy of many of his 
colleagues. 

He now has a string of more than 100 
horses, and said: "I was very keen to move 
to the 'Bury Side' of town. The idea to have 
a brand new stable was very exciting. 

"Obviously, there have been little issues 
but overall I'm pleased with how it has 
gone. The horses seem to have settled in 
very well and are healthy and happy. 

"Having a new yard and lots of horses 
obviously means more pressure, but this is 
why we do it - to train good horses." There 
is a real sense of expectation and 
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excitement at Prestige Place, not least with 
two other high-profile runners. 

Planteur, who returned to winning ways 
at Lingfield at the end of February, will 
contest the world's richest race, the Dubai 
World Cup on Saturday - in which he 
finished third last season - sporting new 
colours. He has been sold to Sheikh Joaan 
Bin Hamad Al Thani, a son of the Emir of 
Qatar, but remains with Botti. 

And the globe-trotting Jakkalberry, 
successful in a Group 2 in Dubai earlier 
this month, will be heading back Down 
Under. Jakkalberry finished third in the 
Melbourne Cup last autumn and his 
owners are to target the famous race with 
another high-class performer, Dandino. 

Botti outlined: "We will not over-race 
him through the summer in an aim to keep 
him fresh for the Melbourne Cup. He 


seems ideal for Melbourne as he likes fast 
ground and is straightforward." 

Despite all these foreign ventures, Botti's 
main target for 2013 is to win a domestic 
Group 1. Top-flight victories with Gitano 
Hernando in America, Joshua Tree in 
Canada and Excelebration in France have 
highlighted Botti's talents on a global scale 
but it is an elusive domestic Group 1 
which tops his wish-list. 

He said: "At this stage of my career my 
main target is to win a Group 1 in 
England. We have been lucky to have 
Group 1 winners in the USA and France 
but I would love one here. I don't mind 
which, but hopefully we have one good 
enough to do it this year." 

That 'one' might Just be Moohaajim...

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I T WAS WINTER before the 2009 season when 
jockey Ian Mongan received the call that would 
directly have a huge impact on his life. He was in 
his late 20s with a career that, in his own words, 
"wasn't going anywhere." 

But all that was about to change as the man on the 
other end of the phone was none other than racing 
legend, Sir Henry Cecil. 

The 10-time champion trainer had given Mongan a 
few rides during the previous season and now was 
ringing up with an offer that simply could not be 
refused. 

"I was just at home and Henry called and asked 
me to be part of the team," said Mongan. "I was 
ecstatic...it was very exciting. I was very surprised to 
be asked because there were a lot of lads above me 
in the jockeys' table." 

You can almost imagine Mongan having to pinch 
himself as the master of the mighty Warren Place 
stables outlined the opportunity: partner talented 
horses on gallops mornings and be one of a very 
select group of jockeys to enjoy rides for Cecil at 
the track. 

Indeed, Mongan remembers how he was 
half-wondering at the outset if the caller might just 
be one of his weighing-room colleagues playing 
the prankster. 

"I thought it was a joke, to be fair - I had never 
spoken to Henry before," said Mongan. "I kind of 
went along with it, but the more we got into the 
conversation, the more I understood, actually it 
was him." 

The shock of it all hit home again when the 
Epsom-based rider made the first of what would 
become many visits on work mornings to Cecil's 
famous Newmarket yard. 

He said: "The first morning that I came up here 
Henry sat me down in his study and had a chat 
with me. It was a little bit surreal." 

Four years down the road and his career 
is very much on an upward curve - 
thanks largely to the Cecil association. 

Yes, there have been plenty of winners 
in recent times for Mongan. But there 
have also been magical moments, not 
least those stemming from the not 
inconsequential part he played in the 
amazing and unforgettable career of the 
peerless Frankel. 

Just as Tom Queally will go 
down in the history books as 
the man who rode the 
world's greatest racehorse 
to all 14 of his victories, 
so Mongan will be 
remembered for 
partnering his 
three-parts brother 
Bullet Train, the horse 
who became such an 
important factor in 
the Frankel story. 

The siblings, both 
owned by Prince 
Khalid Abdullah, 
went everywhere 
together on Newmarket 
Heath, Bullet Train 
leading Frankel in his 
gallops, ensuring a true 
tempo to the 
workout. 

As Frankel's 


career 
developed, 
the role 
would 
extend to 
the racecourse, 
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which was where Mongan came in. The brothers 
lined up together in six races and Mongan was 
aboard Bullet Train for all bar one of them. 

"It was a big responsibility on my 
part, but Bui let Train was a fantastic 
horse and he knew his job/' he said. 

"Jumping out the stalls, he was 
quickly into his stride but if you took a 
pull on him, he'd take a pull and go 
whatever pace you wanted him to. He 
wouldn't tear off in front and be useless. 

"He was the perfect lead horse. The way he 
broke from the stalls every time, he knew exactly 
what he was there to do. When Frankel used to come 
by him, you could feel him underneath you thinking 
that his job's done. And it was. 

"Everyone used to say, 'oh poor Bullet Train' - but 
BulletTrain loved it as much as I did." 

Not surprisingly, the Glasgow-born but 
Brighton-raised rider was, and remains very much, in 
the Frankel fan club. On that final, emotional 
race-day at Ascot last October when Frankel defied 
extreme underfoot conditions and top-class rivals in 
the Champion Stakes, Mongan celebrated as if he 
had ridden the great horse to success himself. 

"I was last and punched the air... I don't think any 
jockey has ever done that," he said. "That day at 
Ascot, I've never experienced anything like that. The 
crowd of 30,000-plus people cheering one horse, 
you don't get that - not even at Royal Ascot. It was 
kind of a fairytale ending." 

The one occasion last season when Mongan did 
not ride BulletTrain was at York in the Juddmonte 
International Stakes. 

Instead, he was paired with another old ally, the 
Cecil-trained Twice Over. 

And in the same way that the 33-year-old has very 
fond memories of BulletTrain, so he does the 
magnificent Twice Over, who provided him with his 
first Group 1 winner in the 2011 renewal of the 
summer highlight on the Knavesmire. 

On that day at York, Cecil saddled two in the race 
with the more favoured in the betting being Midday, 
ridden by the stable's first jockey Queally. That left 
Mongan on the 11 -2 shot Twice Over, who got a 
peach of a ride. 

The jockey timed his challenge to perfection, 
going second with more than a furlong to travel and 
collaring stable-mate Midday as the line loomed to 
win by three parts of a length. 

"Fifteen year's riding was worth it for that one day," 
said Mongan. "I thought he would win, I honestly 
did. Everything was perfect for him. 

"I had gone through the race in my mind - played 
it in my head - and it worked out pretty much to 
what I had thought. He got up and won." 

Old friends BulletTrain and Twice Over are both 
now retired to stud, but there should be plenty of 
opportunities for Mongan to strike up new 
winning associations with members of the Warren 
Place string. 

And after a winter striving away on the all-weather, 
you can sense his enthusiasm for the new season. 

"This time of year is exciting - you get the buzz 
again," he said.

W HEN TIGER CUB emulated the feats of 

stable-mate Tosca's success inside five days 
last year, it hardly registered a ripple in the 
ocean of the racing world. 

The name of the trainer may not have struck a 
chord with many, but it is one that should be 
remembered - the feats of Ilka Gansera-Leveque 
illustrated she could be someone with the magic 
touch. 

The double victory came just 23 days after the 
German-born, American-educated Gansera-Leveque 
had taken out her trainers' licence, emphasising that 
she may be successful at whatever she turns her hand 
to. 

After all, she was an apprentice jockey, assistant 
trainer and veterinarian before going it alone to create 
what is possibly racing's ultimate one-stop shop at 
Frankland Lodge Stables. 

With a father who was a pilot, the family were on 
the move all the time and she hardly had racing in

her blood, the nearest being her mother riding out 
dressage horses. 

But the passion for the industry started with 
weekend family trips to Turf Paradise in Arizona. 
Having seen the jockeys, that was when she decided 
it was what she wanted to do. 

After getting her amateur licence at 15, she went 
on to do her apprenticeship with two-time German 
champion trainer Bruno Shutz. 

A chance meeting in Baden Baden with American 
'horse whisperer' Monty Roberts while still an 
apprentice jockey led to her spending a year with 
him as he had said "if you come to me and you teach 
me German, then I will teach you everything I know 
about horses, send me your CV". 

She said: "That was a really in-depth 
horsemanship. I think when I get a horse now, no 


matter if it's a yearling or an older horse, and I don't 
really know the history, I take it to the lunge ring and I 
will see what they're really like-their real 
personalities or if I have something tough. 

"It gave me more insight into the horse." 

She also worked as an exercise rider and assistant 
trainer for Tom Skiffington in New York and for 
Charles Simon but, at 26, Gansera-Leveque decided 
to return to Hannover to study veterinary for six years. 

"I worked closely with the vets and then one day I 
thought 1 think you can have a greater impact as a 
veterinarian as people would listen more to you' - I 
got that in my head," she said. 

"As a rider, sometimes you come back and say 'it 
feels off left-hind or it's not as good today'. With my 
Monty background, they would always get me in for 
the quirky ones to try to figure it out, a project. 

"But then I thought if I also have the vet side of 
things then I can really make a difference." 

Gansera-Leveque became a diagnostic imaging 
intern at Rossdales in 
Newmarket, but it was when 
her husband - Stephane 
Leveque, who works for 
Godolphin - had a riding 
accident and after the birth 
of daughter Elea, she 
made the decision to pursue 
her dream. 

"It was now or never. I 
decided I was going to pull 
all the pieces of the puzzle 
together and try to do a 
holistic thing 1 guess, it's 
everything," she said. 

"I always had it in the back 
of my mind that I wanted to 
work for myself and then I 
created this idea - this 
training and vet thing 
together - and then working 
for yourself. They always 
thought I was crazy. 

"To really offer and 
provide a good management 
regime, that's what training is 
really - the main thing is 
preventative stuff and 
management so you can put that all together." 

Gansera-Leveque is believed to be the first female 
qualified vet to train in Britain, joining male 
contemporaries such as Mark Johnstone and 
James Tate. 

And it was Tosca that accelerated the move into 
training. The filly was bought as a yearling in the 
German sale in September 2011 with the intention of 
taking her to the Craven breeze-up. 

But Gansera-Leveque said: "Very early on, we 
thought 'this is a special horse'. We had her in 
pre-training, we really liked her and we thought 'you 
know what? we're going to keep her'. 

"That was what it was all about - it was all about 
Tosca and having her run in our name. People always 
wait for the right moment in life to do whatever - 'if I 
have this then I can do this, but I can't do it now

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because of this'. I've worked for big, big names in the 
industry at a top level, so I know how to do things 
right. And then I just thought it's now or never." 

So Tosca made her bow as one of only two first-time 
starters in a 12-horse auction race at Baden Baden on 
August 25, and she dead-heated as winner. 

"I said I'd be happy if we were third," said 
Gansera-Leveque. "You always need that little bit of 
racing luck. I'm not a person that says you need to be 
lucky because getting up at 4am every day has nothing 
to do with luck. 

"But you need to have that little bit of racing luck on 
the day. The jockey can fall off, the horse can just not 
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break - it was a 6f race so you need to break - but she 
did everything right that day." 

On August 30, Tiger Cub won a Lingfield handicap 
to make it a 100 per cent success rate for the yard with 
their first and only two horses earning wins. 

In three more outings last year they could not repeat 
the success - Tiger Cub has since become a broodmare 
- but the yard's numbers have gone up to seven. 

And the big hope is Tosca, who holds an entry for 
the French 1000 Guineas. 

"We know she has got quality and we will see how 
good she really is/' said Gansera-Leveque. "And 
anyway, you've got to think big and dream big 


otherwise it's a waste of time. She is class - she is a 
classy filly but we will see if she belongs." 

That test will come in her first run of the season in 
the French 1000 Guineas prep race, the Listed Prix 
Imprudence at Maisons-Laffitte on April 4. 

Regarding other goals for the season, 
Gansera-Leveque said: "This year is going to be so 
important to not stagnate, to take it to the next level 
and progress. 

"I want to get my numbers up to 15 horses for sure - 
and I want to win."

N EWMARKET HAS LONG had an Italian 

connection through trainer Luca Cumani and 
jockey Frankie Dettori. 

Their fellow countryman Marco Botti has also made 
himself very much at home in Suffolk, rapidly growing 
his training business. 

Now, there is another Italian in the town in the 
shape of Andrea Atzeni, who is very much shaping up 
as one of the most promising jockeys in British racing. 

Atzeni, 21, has already caught the eye of a number 
of high-profile professionals within the sport. 

The young rider, who sharpened his skills at the 
British Racing School, enjoyed a breakthrough year in 
2012. Not only did he stack up 54 domestic winners, 
last autumn he landed his first top-class triumph, 
riding Sortilege to victory in the Premio LydiaTesio 
back in his native Italy. 

Atzeni reflected: "Winning a Group 1 was amazing 
and I'm happy I achieved it at such a young age. It is 
what we all dream of and I hope I can build on that 
this year. Riding big winners is what gets you noticed 
and I was lucky to get the opportunity to ride some 
better horses." 

The up-and-coming rider, who hails from Sardinia, 
got his opportunity somewhat by chance, as can often 
be the case within racing. It arrived when Mirco 
Demuro, multiple champion jockey in Italy, was 
offered the ride on the German-trained Sortilege but 
could not make it because of |another commitment. 

He recommended Atzeni and happily for all - bar 
Demuro, perhaps - owner Gestut Karlshof and trainer 
Andreas Wohler listened. 

He explained: "I was lucky, but I had ridden in 
Germany a few times and won Group races there 
before I was offered the ride on Sortilege. It is 
important to gain experience in as many countries as 
you can as everywhere is different." 

Such a level-headed approach to his profession was 
evident two years earlier in his adopted home when 
he rode Darley Sun to strike in the Cesarewitch 
handicap on Champions Day at the Rowley Mile. 

Still a teenager at the time, there was a fair amount 
of pressure that afternoon as trainer David 
Simcock's charge was a well-backed favourite for the 
historic race. 

But Atzeni rode as if unfazed, booting his mount 
home by five lengths with a composed display in front 
of packed grandstands at Newmarket. 

That marked him out as a young jockey to follow 
and he has not taken a backward step. 

By March 1 he had already registered 18 winners 


and then won on Farraaj in the Winter Derby, 
suggesting - as long as he remains injury-free - that 
he will easily surpass last year's personal best. 

"I was going to go abroad for the winter but, as it 
turns out, it was the right thing to stay," he said. "I 
rode 11 winners in January alone and it is a good time 
of year to build up some new contacts." 

The majority of Atzeni's winners have come from 
two of Newmarket's biggest battalions - Botti and 
| Roger Varian. 

Atzeni and Botti go back a long way. Indeed, 
Atzeni's first job in racing was for Botti's father in 
Milan and it was he who suggested that the aspirant 
jockey travelled to Newmarket to continue his career. 

Moving abroad brings life challenges, but Atzeni 
has appeared to take everything in his stride. As well 
as that big-race triumph aboard Darley Sun, the 
winners flowed freely, although Atzeni 
admitted life became harder when he was 
no longer eligible for the weight 
allowance given to apprentices. 

He said: "It is never easy as 
people tend to stop using 
you when you lose your 
claim. I never struggled 
for rides that much, 
but it was hard to get 
the quality. You just 
have to believe in 
your own ability 
and work hard. 

"You cannot 
over-emphasise * 
the importance j 
of having the 
support of the f 
big yards 
and, in my 
case, I am 
now lucky to 
get good 

support from Marco 
and Roger. There you 
get the opportunity to 
ride good horses for 
high-profile owners at the 
better meetings. 

"Roger and Marco don't 
really put any pressure on. I 
know how they like their 
horses ridden and just try my 


best." Atzeni has a quiet demeanour but the profile of 
his career to date gives a firm hint about how 
ambitious he is. And that Group 1 victory in Rome 
seems only to have sharpened his focus for the 
months ahead. 

He assessed: "My main aim for this year is to ride as 
many winners as possible. 

"Obviously, I would like to increase the quality 
too - winning a British Group race is a big target 
of mine." 

That day will surely come for the dedicated and 
undeniably talented Atzeni.

ROGER McGough is a man of many parts 
and, although he is now 75, seems to be 
leading a professional life that’s busier 
than ever. 

He's a working poet, putting in regular 
writing hours at his desk, and remains 
a tireless evangelist for the form both 
as a presenter of Poetry Please, Radio 
Four s long-running poetry request 
programme, and on stage, where he 
gives regular readings of his work to 
highly appreciative audiences. 

His cultured Liverpudlian tones can also 
be heard voicing a number of TV ads and 
in recent years, he has formed a very 
successful partnership with a fellow- 
writer who's been dead for over three 
centuries - Jean-Baptiste Poquelin, better 
known as Moliere. 

McGough's sparkling version of 
Moliere's Tartuffe was one of the biggest 
hits of Liverpool's year as the European 
City of Culture in 2008, and enjoyed a 
successful run at Cambridge Arts Theatre 
a few years later. 

He followed with a new version of 
Moliere's The Hypochondriac- and 
is now dipping his quill into The 
Misanthrope, Moliere's classic mockery 
of manners and morals set amid 17th 
century French aristocracy.

ROSE WORK: Many gardeners are baffled as to when to prune their roses - but it doesn’t 
have to be rocket science 


Prune for 

great roses 


THEY are the quintessential English 
plant, with unrivalled fragrance, 
beauty and variety of colours, 
shapes and sizes. 

Little wonder, then, that many 
gardeners are baffled as to when 
to actually prune their roses to 
ensure a flurry of gorgeous flowers 
in the summer and beyond. 

The best time to prune autumn 
and winter-planted roses and 
established bushes is early spring, 
when growth is just beginning and 
the uppermost buds are swelling 
but no leaves have appeared. 

The traditional method involves 
cutting out all dead wood and 
diseased or damaged stems, 
removing branches which are 
rubbing against each other and 
aiming for an open-centred bush. 

Then cut out all unripe stems - if 
the thorns bend or tear rather than 
snapping off cleanly, the wood is 
unripe. 

You should be left with about six 
key stems that define the shape 
of your rose bush. For hybrid teas, 
otherwise known as modern bush

roses, cut back each of these stems 
by at least half. For other shrub 
roses, prune lightly so they don't 
become top-heavy. 

Also watch for suckers, vigorous 
growths which emerge from a 
point low down on the plant, 
close to the root system. If you 
leave them, they can choke the 
plant or reduce its vigour. Suckers 
are easy to identify because they 
have different leaves and growth 
habit. Just pull them off, as cutting 
encourages them, as does hoeing 
around the base. 

If it's really cold, you can leave 


pruning as late as early April, which 
means that your plants will flower 
slightly later than usual. 

Rose connoisseur Edward Enfield, 
father of comedian Harry Enfield 
and former member of the Royal 
National Rose Society, once told 
me of an experiment in which one 
group of rose bushes was pruned 
lightly, another group heavily and 
a third hacked with a hedge cutter 
- and those hacked off with the 
hedge cutter did the best. 

Hard pruning, when stems are 
cut back to three or four buds 
from the base, is recommended for 
newly planted rose bushes, while 
moderate pruning, where stems are 
cut back to about half their length, 
is advised for hybrid tea bushes 
growing in ordinary soils. 

Whatever you do, don't forget 
to prune your roses because the 
flowers grow at the tips of the 
stems, so if you don't shorten 
those stems the blooms will end up 
at the top of the plant where you 
can't see them, and the stems will 
become a maze of twiggy bits.

Finding Nemo 3D (U, 96 mins) 

TEN years after it was first 
released, Pixar’s hugely 
entertaining comedy swims 
back into cinemas in the 3D 
format - and it is still the 
cinematic catch of the day. 

Eye-popping visuals and 
a superb script, crammed 
to the gills with laugh- 
out-loud gags, combine to 
stunning effect in this hugely 
entertaining and wildly 
inventive fable set beneath 
the ocean waves. 

The conversion to 3D 
has been lovingly overseen 
by Pixar supremo John 
Lasseter and the underwater 
environments look stunning 
with the added depth of 
vision. 

You can almost feel fish 
swimming around you as the 
camera glides along coral 
reefs or sinks into the blue 
beyond and a forest of deadly 
jellyfish. 

Marlin (voiced by Albert 
Brooks) is a neurotic 
clownfish who has never 
recovered emotionally from 
a barracuda attack, which 
claimed the lives of his wife 
and all but one of his unborn 
children. 

When his one surviving 
son, Nemo (Alexander 


Gould), is plucked from 
the Great Barrier Reef by a 
diver and re-housed in a fish 
tank in a dentist's waiting 
room, Marlin embarks on an 
epic adventure to bring the 
youngster home. 

The clownfish is aided by 
a friendly blue tang called 
Dory (Ellen DeGeneres), 
who suffers from short-term 
memory loss, travelling 
through shark-infested waters 
to be reunited with his boy. 

Meanwhile, Nemo hatches 
a daring escape from the 
crowded aquarium with the 
help of the other residents, 
including a Moorish Idol 
called Gill (Willem Dafoe), 
a hygiene-obsessed shrimp 
called Jacques (Joe Ranft) 
and a starfish called Peach 
(Allison Janney). 

Finding Nemo is still 
computer-animated 


perfection. Brooks plays his 
compulsive-obsessive father 
with sensitivity and dry wit, 
such as when he frets that 
none of his children will like 
him and his wife replies, 
"Marlin, there are 400 eggs, 
I'm pretty sure one of them 
will like you." 

The animation is jaw- 
dropping. Sly visual jokes and 
rich detail are crammed into 
every water-logged frame, 
including a Buzz Lightyear 
action figure in the dentist's 
office. 

Before the main feature, 
there is an uproariously funny 
new Toy Story short called 
Partysaurus Rex in which 
the fun-loving green plastic 
dinosaur helps a gang of 
bath toys to stage a rave in a 
bubble bath. 

Pixar certainly knows how 
to spoil us.

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Warning as tougher 
MoT costs kick in 



MoT: Standards have gone up, and so have prices. 


THOUSANDS of drivers 
could be facing an MoT 
failure or expensive repairs 
as tough new test standards 
came into effect last week, 
according to the AA. 

The changes aim to es¬ 
tablish minimum technical 
standards across Europe 
and include basic checks 
such as the steering wheel 
lock and driver’s seat adjust¬ 
ment. 

The changes also include 
tyre pressure monitoring 
systems, xenon lights and 
airbag and seatbelt checks. 

The new test components 
have been included since 
the start of 2012 but on an 
advisory only basis. From 
tomorrow, any defects found 
could mean a failed test. 

AA patrolman of the year 
Andy Smith said: “If you’ve 
been happily ignoring a 
warning light because it’s 
not part of the MoT, these 
changes mean your car 
could now be on the MoT 
scrap heap or you’ll need 
to fork out on expensive re¬ 
pairs. 

“While it could have ex¬ 
pensive consequences for 
someone running an old 
car on a tight budget, these 


changes are long overdue as 
airbags, for example, have 
been widely fitted since the 
mid-90s. 

“It’s important that these 
systems remain safe and ef¬ 
fective throughout the life of 
the vehicle.” 

The new testable compo¬ 
nents have been included 


since last year (January 1 
2012) but on an advisory 
only basis but will now be¬ 
come fail items where de¬ 
fects are found.

The six-year-old was in the frame for 
Newmarket trainer Marco Both in 2012 and 
he warmed up for the trip with a comfort¬ 
able success in a Listed event at Lingfield last 
month. 

With Both remaining at home to super¬ 
vise Solar Deity’s bid for the Lincoln, his wife 
Lucia is doing the honours at the Emirates’ 
flagship racecourse and she expressed her 
delight in the way Planteur moved in some 
light work on the track on Tuesday morning. 

She said: “Whatever happens with him, we 
think he’s in better form than last year when 
he ran a fine race to finish third. 

“Obviously we are now hoping that he gets 
the luck of the draw.” 

Many of the top names competing on 
Saturday have yet to make it to the track, but 
a significantly enhanced number of horses 
on view on Tuesday served notice that things 
are beginning to hot up with the big meeting 
a matter of 96 hours away. 

Trainer Michael Bell, who arrived in Dubai 
on Monday night, was on hand to supervise 
his globetrotter Wigmore Hall ahead of the 
Dubai Duty Free. 

Also engaging in light work were David 
Simcock's pair of I’m A Dreamer and Trade 
Storm. 

The latter is proving profitably comfort¬ 
able on the Meydan track, having won two 
of three starts at the Carnival including the 
Zabeel Mile, in which he beat Musir a length 
and a half last time.

Meanwhile, Ed Dunlop accepts Red 
Cadeaux “has a mountain to climb” when he 
contests the Dubai World Cup. 

The much-travelled seven-year-old has 
already won nearly £1.8million in prize- 
money in an outstanding career and will now 
get the chance to shine in the richest race on 
the planet. 

Dunlop said: “He’s an amazing horse. 

“He won his first race off a mark of 72, and 


now he is running in the world’s richest race. 

“It will be his first race (of the season) in 
Dubai, and the first time he has ever raced 
over a mile and a quarter on turf. 

“We know he has a mountain to climb. He 
was entered for the Sheema Classic but we 
thought he could be even more competitive.” 

Red Cadeaux is due to be partnered for the 
third consecutive time by Gerald Mosse. 

Dunlop’s travelling head lad Robin 


Trevor-Jones watched Red Cadeaux exercise 
on Monday. 

He said: “He seems in good form and his 
rider said that was the best he has felt since 
he arrived on Sunday last week. 

“He did a canter over 1,800 metres and 
the plan may be to exercise him on grass on 
Wednesday or Thursday.” 

■ Gay Kelleway is planning further French 
forays for what could ultimately end up a 
Classic bid for her colt Holy Warrior. 

The Newmarket trainer has been 
exploiting the better prize-money across the 
Channel this winter and her latest great hope, 
who joined the stable after making a winning 
debut for Marco Both, took the Listed 
Prix Policeman at Cagnes-Sur-Mer in late 
February. 

Holy Warrior now runs in the colours of 
Hong Kong-based billionaire Robert Ng. 

“He’s going to run in the Prix La Force next 
month and if he gets in the first three then 
he’ll go for the French Derby,” said Kelleway. 

“I’ve also put him in the Italian Derby. 

“He didn’t run at two and it’s frightening 
how good he is. 

“He’s the best horse I’ve had since (1996 St 
James’s Palace Stakes third) Sorbie Tower.”

Huff’s problems began in 
qualifying when contact with 
Fredy Barth broke his front right 
suspension, preventing him from 
posting a competitive lap time. 

He started race one at the back of 



the grid and continued problems 
with the suspension meant he 
started race two from the pit lane. 

Huff will hope to start a lot 
closer to the front-runners when 
the championship resumes in 
Marrakech on April 6. 


“We’ve learned a lot as a team,” he 
said. “I can’t wait to get back out in 
the car in Marrakech and impress 
with the team some more.” 

In the first race, Huff’s former team¬ 
mate Yvan Muller took the chequered 
flag racing for RML, formed from the 


ashes of the old Chevrolet team, with 
Tom Chilton and Alex Macdowall 
also on the podium. 

And in the second race, Muller was 
victorious again with Michel Nykj aer 
taking second place and Gabriele 
Tarquini finishing third.
